COLORADO SHOOTING SCRAPE. 


Negro U prisings in M ississippi *nd 
L ouisiana -T h e AViscon- 
sin B andit.

TROUBLE IN LOUISIANA. 
The N egroes anti W hites H ave Som e 
Serious Conflicts. 
N ew O r l e a n s, September 1st.—This 
morning between two and three o’clock an 
excursion train loaded with colored people 
arrived at Gouldsboro from Baton Rcuge. 
A large number of colored people were at 
the depot waiting for it. As the train 
neared the depot, one of the excursionists 
in jumping ofl, fell. Some unknown per­ 
son shouted, “Look at the black-------------” 
The negro drew his pistol and fired four 
or five shots in rapid succession, one of 
which struck a white man named William 
Miller. Then the shooting became gen­ 
eral, some four or five hundred shots being 
fired inside of fifteen minutes. 
This account of the affair is given by the 
police force of Gretna. A terrible panic 
ensued, women and children running in all 
directions, shouting and screaming. Ed. 
Levy, colored, living in Algiers, was shot 
in the left arm, and a colored woman, 
named Fleming, was fatally shot. 
About 4 o’clock this morning a light was 
seen in the sky between Algiers and Jeffer­ 
son parishes. The Algiers fire department 
went to the scene and found a large num­ 
ber of men armed with muskets and a 
negro church on fire. There was no help 
at hand and the edifice was destroyed. 
Several were interviewed to-day, and 
they state that when the train was nearing 
the Gouldsboro depot it was tired on by 
men secreted along the line of the railroad, 
and that as soon as the train stopped a gen­ 
eral stampede took place. 
It is very difficult to locate a single per­ 
son who witnessed the beginning of the 
shooting outside of the police of Gretna. 
Kev. Wakins, colored, residing in Gouids- 
boro, was shot while lying in bed at his 
home, after the general afiray, by some un­ 
known persons who fired through the win­ 
dow. He was seriously wounded. 
Algiers, Freetown, Gouldsboro, and 
Gretna are small towns, close together, 
situated directly across the river and virtu- 
a'ly the suburbs of New Orleans, 
Later—To the list of casualties is added 
to-night the name of Mary Carroll, colored, 
who was painfully wounded. Stories of 
the row and its origin difier very widely. 
The negroes say that before the arrival of 
the train there was a large force of armed 
white men in the vicinity of . the depot, 
who opened fire on the colored .people 
while the excursionists were getting off. 
The white men’s version of the affaii of 
coarse is entirely different. They state 
there were only somehalf dozen concerned, 
and that the shooting was commenced by 
the negroes before the train had stooped. 
Two shots were fired from the train, 
they say, at a white boy, and then William 
Miller was shot in the face by a negro in 
getting off the train. 
A police officer, a brother of the wounded 
man, attempted to arrest the shooter, when 
the negroes opened fire and the affray 
became general. The whites about Golds­ 
boro are disinclined to talk about the riot.

TROOPS CALLED OUT. 
W om en and Children B eing M oved from 
the Scene of Trouble. 
New Orleans, September 1st.—A Pica­ 
yune s Greenwood special sa.vs : There has 
been for the last month á negro by the 
name of Cromwell organizing alliances in 
this part of the delta. On Wednesday of 
this week a number of negroes belonging 
to the alliance movement claimed that he 
was an ex-convict. 
A majority of the 
negroes in the alliance voted in favor of 
Cr niwell. The next day Cromwell received 
a letter ordering him to leave the country. 
He showed the letter to the negroes, and 
the same evening the whiles at Shell 
Mound received a warning letter from the 
negroes, who signed themselves, '‘Three 
thousand armed men.” Thev said that 
they proposed to stand by Cromwell, and 
that if any efforts were made to disturb him 
they would kill, burn and destroy Shell 
Mound. 
About seventy-five armed negroes came 
into town and talked in a very loud and 
manner. 
.. .jight the Sheriff received informa­ 
tion from Sunnvside, fifteen miles above 
Shell Monnd, that there were 500 armed 
negroes massed in Johuson’s field, near 
there, and help was needed.

There has been several reports from the 
scene of the trouble this evening, one of 
which was that the negroes bad left the 
vicinity of SuDnyside, breaking up in small 
bands of twenty or thirty, and’they seemed 
to be sulky and mad.

MONSTER MEETING. 
H eld in H yde Park, London, Yesterday— 
R esolutions A dopted. 
London, September 1st—Two thousand 
coal heavers and barge men employed by 
Parker 2c Lambert have joined the strikers. 
A council of strikers held a meeting last 
evening and after a long discussion on the 
situation decided to continue the strike. 
A monster meeting of strikers was held 
in Hyde Park this afternoon. Mr. Bnrns, 
a Socialist agitator, and other labor leaders, 
made speeches. 
Resolutions declaring that the men 
would continue the strike uatil their de­ 
mands were fully conceded were unani­ 
mously adopted. The enormous crowd 
dispersed in an orderly manner. 
WANT SHORTER HOURS. 
London, September 1st.—It is estimated 
(hat 150,000 persons took part in the dem­ 
onstration at Hyde Park. During the pro­ 
gress of the meeting Burns and others 
passed through the crowd and took up a 
collection for the benefit of the strikers. 
Money was received in hats and open 
parasols, and a large sum was obtained. 
An American gentleman who was present 
gave a handsome donation. 
In an interview Burns said the strike 
committee had decided not to have the 
procession to-morrow. They propose to 
devote the day to real work, especially to 
the improving of methods of collecting 
funds. 
Five thousand railway men held a meet­ 
ing at Darlington to day, and decided to 
strike unless shorter hones of labor were 
granted. BACKED BY THE CHURCH. 
London, September l3t —Cardinal Man­ 
ning sent a message to Hyde Park to re­ 
quest Mr. Bnrns to visit his home. In 
compliance with this invitation Burns 
called upon the Cardinal after the meeting, 
when his Eminence expressed admiration 
at the excellent order maintained and con­ 
gratulated Burns upon the general good 
behavior of the strikers. 
A mass meeting of dockmen and others 
was held at Southwark, at which a project 
was mooted to form a separate committee 
for South London, in order to have a better 
voice in the conduct of the strike. 
Mr. Qnelch, leader of the Social Demo­ 
cratic Federation, denounced the mani­ 
festo calling for a general strike. But for 
that, he believed the dock Directois would 
have yielded to the strikers’ demands. 
Canon Liddon. of St. Paul’s, has sub­ 
scribed to the relief fund. 
In a sermon at York to-day Canon 
Fleming expressed sympathy wi!h the 
strikes that are being held throughout the 
country. 
AN IRISH BARGAIN. 
D icker Betnto.n Balfour and P arnell— 
Catholic University Schem e. 
New York, September 1st.—A London 
cable special to the Evening Post says: The 
political topic of the week is Balfour’s 
startling promise in Thursday’s debate to 
get the views of Catholics on the university 
question. This means the establishing and 
endowing of »n Irish Catholic university. 
Mr. Sexton and Mr. Parnell welcomed the 
promise gratefully, but the Radicals are 
highly indignant. Owing to the absence of 
political leaders from London, the full sig­ 
nificance of this new move is not yet 
grasped by the newspapers. 
Much smaller concessions wrecked Mr. 
Gladstone in 1S73. The Parnellite accept­ 
ance of Balfour's extreme concessions 
places the most severe strain on the alliance 
between the Parnellites and the English 
dissenters, to whom the denominational 
endowment is an accursed thing. 
The Daily News and Star keep strict si­ 
lence. Meanwhile an important complica­ 
tion is the following attack on Parnell, 
which Mr. Davitt sends me to day. He 
says: ” The hand which has recentiy been 
charged by Irish members with the mur­ 
der of Donegal prisoners in the London­ 
derry jail, and that again turns the key of 
a prison on William O’Brien, is grasped 
with enthusiasm amidst a hullabaloo of 
congratulations when it offers an endowed 
Catholic university to the church whose 
priests Balfour has wantonly insulted. I 
confess this is somewhat amazing to me. 
It seems that (he entire position taken up 
in the programme of the single plank of 
home rule in 1886 is abandoned, end we 
are again bargaining with two English par­ 
ties as to which will peddle us the most 
c jncessions for our vote. 
“This abandonment of the single-plank 
position of home rule for a mess of Catho 
lie university pottage is, together with the 
vote on royal grants, a sorry exhibition of 
Parliamentary opportunism. Little sur­ 
prise wiil be caused if the democracy of 
Great Britain, who have heiped us convert 
the Liberal party to home rule principles, 
should turn their whole attention now to 
pressing social reforms affecting their own 
material welfare, and leave us to carry oat 
our peddling policy with the Tories under 
the more potent auspices of the Sacred 
College of the Propaganda. 
“This policy landed the canse of home 
rule in a bog-hole in 1885, when the Tory 
ignis fatuus enticed Land League votes into 
the landlord ballot-boxes, and it will be a 
matter for agreeable surprise if a repetition 
of the fatal mistake which gave power to 
the landlord Government in 1886, will not 
destroy all hope of winning home rule at 
the next general election.” 
Mr. Davitt goes on to argue that the Eng­ 
lish Radicals will certainly do that. The 
question was eminently one to wait for a 
lióme tule Parliament. This scheme is re­ 
garded in a double light. First, as the 
price which the Salisbury Government is 
ready to pay for the papal rescript against 
boycotting which was obtained some time 
ago, and, second, as an easy means, quite 
in the line of Balfour’s cunning, of sowing 
dissension and discoid in the home rule 
party. 
Mr. Parnell himself does not think that 
Radical opposition to the scheme will be 
very strong, bnt he explains that he is 
always ready to assist the Government or 
any Government in anv measures that are 
expected to benefit Ireland. 
The fact that Mr. Parnell is a Protestant 
gives peculiar significance to the position 
tie takes on the question. The opportunist 
sentiments which he expresses prevade the 
whole Irish party, who, whatever unwise 
impetuosity may sometimes be exhibited 
by individual members, keep always in 
view the eood of their country, even when 
it conflicts with their personal ideas. 
The Roman Catholic paper, the Tablet, 
calls attention to the fact that under Mr. 
Gladstone’s home rule bill the Irish Par­ 
liament would not have been able to do 
what Mr. Balfour has promised to ac­ 
complish, because Gladstone expressly pro­ 
vided that the endowment of religion and re­ 
ligions bodies of all sects shocld be beyond 
its powers. Therefore the Tablet thanks 
Balfour for the “bold, generous and states­ 
manlike way in which he has faced the 
problem which has baffied so many in the 
past,” and assures him of its support. 
The Unionist Spectator approves the pro­ 
posal, but advises lha Government to con­ 
tent itself with carrying the university bill 
and the land bill for Ireland. If, says the 
Spectator, the Salisbury Government at­ 
tempts to carry this bill also it will over­ 
weigh itself and may come to grief. 


APOLOGETIC SWISS. 
The A m ericans W ho W ere Insulted in 
Switzerland Indem nified. 
L ucerne, Augnst 31st.—The police have 
intimated to United States Minister Wash- 
burne to-day that a fall indemnity will be 
offered the two American gentlemen who 
were abused at Berne, as cabled to the 
World yesterday, and ample apology ntsde 
them by the Federal Council. The Min­ 
ister's protest was polite, but very forcible. 
The trouble all occurred through the 


German Consul at Berne, who lost his 
pocket-book in a railway station, and told 
the police he had been robbed by an 
American pickpocket. The police seized 
the first group of Americans they saw on 
the pla'form, and marched them off to 
j Ail and searched their pockets.

It demon­ 
strated that workers realized the fact that 
unanimity of interests exists, and advises 
tbe employing class, in order to prevent a 
possible uprising of the mass, to join with 
the latter in the establishment of a míni­ 
mum rate of wages sufficient to enable the 
laborers to earn a living at eight hours’ 
work and steady employment. 
Thrown Out of Court. 
Chicago, September 1st.—Saturday Judge 
Gresham rendered a decision in the ease of 
the receivership of the Indianapolis, Deca­ 
tur and Western Railway case, which has 
attracted nincli attention, because the re­ 
ceiver after his appointment devoted the 
surplus earninas to the payment of the 
interest on the first mortgage bonds, leav­ 
ing the labor and supply claims to the 
amount of $60,000 unpaid, it appearing the 
receiver had been asked to maintain the 
interests of the bondholders to the disad- 
taae of the claims for labor. The order of 
appointment was set aside. 
Certain recommendations or suggestions 
were then made by the Court and contin- 
tinued with leave to complainant to 
amend the bill. The suggestions were not 
acted upon, and the Court holding the re­ 
ceiver had been made defendant for the ex­ 
press purpose of creating juris fiction. 
Judge Gresham has now thrown the case 
out of t ourt. 
The decision is a long one, but it is 
formal iu character and the interest lies 
wholly in the result reached and its value 
as a precedent. 
Chicago Picnics. 
Chicago, September 1st.—The laborers' 
national holiday will be celebrated in Chi­ 
cago by two separate parades and picnics. 
One by the Knights of Labor, the other 
under the auspecies of the Trade and 
Labor Assembly. The latter will probably 
be the largest procession ever seen in Chi­ 
cago. There will be more than 5,000 men 
in line. The parade will iollow a line of 
march entirely’ in the West Side, termi­ 
nating at Khan’s Bark, where a multitude 
will enjoy a picnic. 
The Knights of Libor will have 1,000 
men in line, representing the local ami 
district assemblies of Chicago. 
Their 
route will be exclusively on the South 
Side and will terminate at the Union 
Depot. Trains will be taken therefrom to 
Wilson’» Springs, where a similar picnic 
as that of the Trade and Labor will be en­ 
joyed. 
D eath of a Brew er. 
New Y ork, September 1st.— Otto Huber, 
a well-known brewer, died iu Brooklyn to­ 
day.

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THE LICENSE QUESTION. 
At the meeting of the City Trustees this 
morning there is to be passed upon the 
question whether the license system of this 
city shall be reformed—at least, so far as 
the sale of liquors at retail is concerned. 
So far as the submission of the matter to 
the judgment of the people is concerned, 
we scarcely lielieve that there is anyone 
who gives rational thought to the subject 
that can reasonably object. A large body 
of citizens, representative of the homes of 
Sacramento, have petitioned for such sub­ 
mission, and the Hoard cannot, in common 
ju-,tice to them, refuse to consider and 
grant the request. As to the subject of 
reformation of the system itself, we believe 
that there is radical necessity for it. A 
so-called high license that would amount 
to prohibition cannot be approved. Any 
such thought is out of the question. When 
the prohibition issue arises, let it be met 
squarely, and let there be no attempt made 
to accomplish the prohibition idea by in­ 
direction. We are of those who believe it 
to be impracticable, and that in this State 
any attempt to bring it about will result 
in worse conditions than we now have. 
What high license has done for Philadel­ 
phia is too well known to call for elucida­ 
tion here and at this time. Certainly its 
financial and moral benefits are sufficiently 
pronounced to justify the Trustees of this 
city in giving the people opportunity to 
vote whether they wish to try » similar 
experiment. The proposition advanced 
l>y the petition now on file is to reform the 
liquor license on a scale between a mini­ 
mum of $75 a quarter and $125 a quarter. 
At present the city license is the lowest in 
the United States. The maximum would 
not be high license as tried in other States 
and in some of the communities of this 
State; the minimum would not probably 
effect the diminution of drinking places, 
which, in this city, are one to every twenty 
voters, and therefore an excess that is ad­ 
mitted by all parties. But it should be 
understood in bringing this subject before 
the people that reformed license, without 
the accompanying regulative features, 
would be simply a means to increased rev­ 
enue—that is, as we understand the claim 
of the jietitioners. It should be considered 
by the people, therefore, and should be 
submitted, if at all, with the distinct un­ 
derstanding, and the Trustees should give 
it to be understood, that reformation of the 
financial portion of our system, if or­ 
dered by the popular vote, will carry 
with it new regulative features—that is 
to say, requiring a bond from those 
taking a license to sell liquors; not to 
sell to minors; to keep an orderly house; 
to l»e subject to the recall of the license at 
any time for cause, and of which the Trus­ 
tees shall be sole and final judges"; the for­ 
feiture of license paid if there is an order 
of revocation ; that no license shall issue 
for a retail shop for sale of liquors, ex­ 
cept upon petition of three-fourths of the 
property owners in the block in which the 
bar is to be located, and the property 
owners along the face of the block imme­ 
diately opposite; and, finally, that the 
Board will exercise freely the power it now 
has to refuse any jietitiou for a license. 
A\ ithout some such regulations the in­ 
creased revenue from bars will not amount 
to much as a means of general good to the 
city. As matters now stand, however, the 
question is one of submission to the jieople, 
and that, we hold, cannot be reasonably 
denied by the Board. We repeat, there­ 
fore, that if the petition is granted it 
should be done with the distinct and 
cpcoly expressed understanding that a re­ 
formed license will mean such regulative 
features as those indicated and which are 
suggested by the law and the practice in 
Illinois and Pennsylvania, where the bet­ 
ter class of saloon proprietors are the 
warm advocates of such measures, and find 
that it is to their interest to maintain 
them. 
Mere sentimental consideration 
should not govern action in this matter. 
It is a question of good government, of re­ 
ducing admitted excess that is not bene­ 
ficial to retailers, because it dilutes tlicir 
trade, and is harmful to the people be­ 
cause it does not bring in revenue pro­ 
portioned to the character of the business 
and the necessary cost it entails UKin the 
city. These are the grounds that the 
petitioners take, with the additional one 
that there should lie regulation that will 
close up all the infamous dives and low 
doggeries, that now disgrace the city. 
Whether the people shall have the op 
portunity 
to vote upon these issues 
is the one proposition before the Board. 
As it is a scheme to bring government 
closer to the (>eople, we favor the submis­ 
sion of this and all other questions of equal 
imjiortance concerning which there is a 
division of sentiment among the people. 


is no way, of course, to stop it, except such 
advance in wages as will meet the tempta­ 
tion to go to Mississippi, where the col­ 
ored people claim the soil and the climate 
are more favorable to their well being and 
their financial prosperity. The migration 
is the stranger from the fact that in North 
Carolina less than in any other Southern 
State is the color line drawn. In fact, the 
whites and the blacks are there on better 
terms with each other than anywhere else 
in the South. The result in Mississippi 
will be to so augment the colored popula­ 
tion that it will wholly dominate. At the 
same time it must have the effect of thor­ 
oughly developing the agricultural wealth 
of that section. However, it is not at all 
desirable under present systems that there 
should be such an abnormal concentration 
of blacks in a single State. The matter is 
one of a great deal of interest, both in a 
social and a political sense, and the out­ 
come will be looked for with much con- 
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T h e capture of the murderers of Aar- 
gaad, in San Francisco, is a great triumph 
for the detective police of that city, and 
reflects infinite credit upon the force. It 
is this swiftness of detection that inspires 
wholesome terror among evil-doers. It is 
noticeable that in the Aargaad case, the 
police refrained absolutely from talking to 
the reporters until their work was accom­ 
plished. Very often, indeed, the news­ 
paper is the means to the detection of 
crime and the unearthing of rascality, but 
so, too, very often, the criminal escapes 
capture through want of discretion on the 
part of the officers, who confide their the­ 
ories to the reporters, the latter in the 
white heat of newspaper contention print­ 
ing the same, when silence would be the 
part of wisdom. 


T h e recent Commercial Conference in 
San Francisco has demonstrated that there 
is at least unanimity of opinion on these 
subjects—that the long-and-short-haul 
clause of the interstate commerce law is a 
positive injury to the Pacific coast, and 
visits unfair burdens upon us; that the 
competition of the Canadian Pacific Rail­ 
road is not fair competition, and must be 
met by decisive action on the part of the 
Federal Government in protection of 
American transcontinental roads; that the 
interests of American railroads, American 
commerce and American protection are 
mutual, and that any warfare or attrition 
between them is to their mutual detri­ 
ment. 


T h e formation of a Coast Chamber of 
Commerce is a proper step. It delocalizes 
questions that need broad consideration 
and corrects the feeling that the Chamber 
of Commerce of San Francisco is not the 
proper body to pass upon coast topics 
affecting other localities; that it is not 
given to it alone to speak for all the peo­ 
ple. In the very nature of things it could 
not be thus commissioned, since its mem­ 
bership lives in the atmosphere of a single 
city, and however desirous of being impar­ 
tial, must be swayed and rendered timidly 
cautious by local interests. 


T h e California blood horse has demon­ 
strated again his ability to lower the 
world’s record for speed. The triumph of 
Mr. Winters’ El Rio Iiey is all the more 
gratifying because it is credited as a Sac­ 
ramento horse. We will not need much 
longer to repeat—since all the world is 
coming round to that way of thinking— 
that the blue grass of California is going 
to do more for this State than has the 
blue grass region of Kentucky for that 
favored locality. 


T h e railroad from Jalla to Jerusalem, of 
which we remarked some months ago, is 
to be an accomplished fact. It will be a 
remarkable one in the history of Palestine, 
and the results of the advent of the loco­ 
motive will be the basis for a most inter­ 
esting study. The construction really has 
a deep meaning, for it indicates that pro­ 
gression that Ls rapidly setting the things 
of old, and establishing of the new upon 
a basis of permanency.

New York may be said to have fairly set­ 
tled upon the proposition that a People's 
Park shall be set aside in the Adirondacks. 
It is a wise determination. The day is not 
far distant when in this State we will be 
looking about for some thousands of acres 
to be reserved trom settlement and indus­ 
try as a natural park to which all the peo­ 
ple may resort. The proposition made two 
years ago to set aside a large section of 
dhasta and Siskiyou counties, along the 
line of the California and Oregon Railroad, 
was a sensible idea, and ought to be carried 
out. There is no more picturesque scenery 
anywhere, and nowhere else is nature in 
the sublimity of its solitude less disturbed. 
Such a park, say twenty miles square, re­

ALL AROUND THE WORLD. 
The Texas cotton crop is estimated to 
be worth $84,000,000 this year. 
English iron-workcrs are agitating “no 
Sunday work” and “five days per week 
with Monday off.” 
D. J. Charbonneau, of Williamstown, 
Kv., lias a hen that is fourteen years old. 
She has laid no eggs for four or five years, 
hut is sound and hearty. 
Tennyson’s epithalamium on the Duke 
and Duchess of Fite seems to have been 
written after all. Two hundred pounds 
have been offered for its first publication. 
General Grenfell, the British com­ 
mander in the war against the slave 
traders on the Nile, is forty-seven years 
old, a man of handsome presence and lit­ 
erary tastes. 
A tree at Jaineshurg, N. J., it is asserted, 
produces three kinds of apples and one 
kind of pears. The apples ripen at differ­ 
ent times, and one crop follows another 
through the summer. 
A very old pear tree is now standing on 
the grounds of W. H. Smith in Richmond, 
Me. Its exact age is not known, but its 
identity can be traced back for 150 years. 
It still produces fruit.

By a new process the 
molecular cohesion of the paper is modi­ 
fied in such a manner that it can be cut 
as easily as cedar wood.

She has 
a bright and beautiful face, cordial man­ 
ners and a perfect self-forgetfulness. Her 
savoir faire is really wonderful, and she is 
very proud of her social tactics. If a man 
is particularly interesting, or a woman 
specially beautiful, she takes care that he 
or she is not monopolized by one person, 
and if she sees a man or woman neglected 
she rushes to the rescue immediately. 
Speaking of one member of the Shah of 
Persia's suite, a Paris correspondent says: 
“ The small boy page, Azziz-Khan, is the 
nuisance of the party, except to the mon­ 
arch. All the dignitaries, the high of­ 
ficers, feel obliged to pay court to this lit­ 
tle monkey, who wears more jewels than 
his master, and who utterly spoiled the 
solemnity of the operatic gala reception 
the other night by persistently imitating 
Mauri in the Presidential box right under 
the nose of M. Carnot and the distinguished 
Shah. The infant is distinctly offensive.” 
William Waldorf Astor, the heir pre­ 
sumptive to about $200,000,000, is a model 
man for a millionaire’s son. Although 
moderately found of horses and yachting, 
and a good lioxer and fencer, he is more of 
a man of business than a man of pleasure. 
He is a man of strong literary and artistic 
tastes, and had he not been a rich man’s 
son would probably have been an author 
or an artist. He is tall, slender, and dis- 
tinguished-looking; polite to everybody, 
but very reserved. When he was Minister 
to Italy his entertainments were more 
splendid than those of the King. 
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Stim ulants and the Voice. 
Tobacco, alcohol, and fiery condiments 
of all kinds, are liest avoided by those who 
have to speak much, or at least they 
should lie used in strict moderation. Like 
tippling, the effect of cigarette-smoking is 
cumulative, and the slight but constant 
absorption of tobacco juice and smoke 
makes the practice far more noxious in 
the long run than any other form of smok­ 
ing. Our forefathers, who used regularly 
to end their evenings under the table, 
seemed to have suffered little of the well- 
known effects of alcohol on the nerves, 
while the modern tippler, who is never in­ 
toxicated, is a being whose nervous system 
may he said to he in a state of chronic in­ 
flammation. In like manner eigarette- 
smokers (those at least who inhale the 
smoke and do not merely puff" it “from the 
litis outward,” as Carlyle would say), are 
often in a state of chronic narcotic poison­ 
ing. The old jest about the slowness of 
the poison may seem applicable here; but 
though the process may be slow, there can 
be little doubt that it is sure. Even if it 
does not kill the body, it too often kills or 
grextly impairs the victim’s working 
efficiency and usefulness in life. 
The local effects of cigarettes in the 
mouth must also be taken into account by 
those whose work lie3 in the direction of 
public speech. The white spots on the 
tongue and Insides of the cheeks known as 
“smokers’ patches” are believed by some 
doctors with special experience to be inore 
common in devotees of the cigarettes than 
in any other smokers ; this unhealthy con­ 
dition of the mouth may not only make 
speaking tronblcsonie, or even painful, but 
it is now proved to be a predisposing cause 
of cancer. All fiery or pungent foods, 
condiments or drinks tend to cause conges­ 
tion of the throat, aud if this condition 
becomes chronic, it may lead to impair­ 
ment, if not complete loss, of the voice. 
The supposed miraculous virtues of the 
mysterious jiosseLs and draughts on which 
some orators pin their faith exist mainly 
in the imagination of those who use them ; 
at test they do nothing more than lubri­ 
cate the joints of the vocal machine so as 
to make it work more smoothlv.

RIGHT OR LEFT. 
W ere the Ancient H ebrew s a Left-handed 
People ? 
The question as to whether our ancestors 
were what we call “dexter” handed may 
be answered emphatically in the affirma­ 
tive. All are agreed on this point. But 
were the ancient Hebrews a left-handed 
people ? Dr. Erlenmeyer has given an in­ 
teresting and learned lecture to prove that 
they were. Most of the Aryan peoples 
write from the left to the right of a sheet 
of paper, and in their books the lines run 
in the same direction. 
Most of the 
Semitic people, on the contrary, write from 
right to left. Instead of regarding this 
essential difference as a mere characteristic 
of habit, kept up by that reverence for tra­ 
dition which is deeply rooted in the 
Semitic mind, Dr. Erlenmeyer thinks that 
the direction taken by the hand of a 
Semitic scribe was due to a physiological 
cause—namely, that the left hand was the 
tetter of the two—and insists that the 
writers of the Old Testament, and prob­ 
ably the early Talmudists after them, 
naturally wrote with their left hands, aud 
would have found it difficult, if not im­ 
possible, to write with the other hand. 
Dr. Erlenmeyer says he has found strik­ 
ing confirmation of the tjieorv in the Tal­ 
mud, and cites a passage which insists that 
certain special prayers and inscriptions are 
always to be written with the right hand 
and not with the left. As the execution 
of this exceptional work was difficult, and 
required time and patience, it is implied 
that the process of writing with the right 
hand was a departure from the ordinary 
method then in vogue. 
History, however—as was pointed cut 
soon after the publication of the doctor’s 
lecture—does not supported this ingenious 
theory. The most ancient forms of Semitic 
letters within our reach are the Phoenician 
characters of the Moabite stone, which 
characters date from about the year 900 
B. C. 
The inscription in this instance 
reads from left to right, as we do in the 
present day. 
So also do the following 
Semitic records : The inscription on the 
tomb of Eshmunazer, King of SidoD, 600 
B.C.; ‘lie tariff of fees in the Temple of 
Baal at Marseilles; the inscription from 
the necropolis at Tharros, in the Museum 
of Cagliari, Sardinia; the Carpentias in­ 
scription front Carthage. 
Having quoted 
this list, a learned correspondent of the 
British Medical Journal proceeds to state 
that the practice of writing from right to 
left came into use about the time of Ezra, 
when probably the square form of the 
Hebrew characters began. 
“The earliest 
Greek inscription, nearly allied with the 
Pba-nician, are,” lie adds, “sometimes 
written from right to left; others from left 
to right. Others, again, show how the 
difference between the two methods was 
bridged over by the immediate practice of 
writing alternately—like an ox plowing— 
and therefore called Boustrophedon writ­ 
ing.”—Good Words.

“Coming events cast their shadows be­ 
fore,” but sometimes their sunshine is re­ 
flected instead. This may be said to be the 
case respecting the State Fair, which opens 
in this city one week from to-day. All the 
indications are that the fair will fce a per­ 
fect success. N otw ithstanding the increased 
stall accommodations that have been made 
annually at the Park for several years past, 
the State Board of Agriculture has this 
season found it necessary to erect another 
building for the accommodation of fine 
live stock. Nearly all the racing stables 
will have a larger representation than 
usual, and others are coming that have 
never participated in our State fairs. 
These 
facts 
are 
in 
the 
nature 
of assurances that 
the live stock and 
racing features of the fair will excel in in­ 
terest those of any previous year. Many 
of the racers are now scattered among the 
several district fairs in progress, but the 
end of the week will find them all back in 
this city and preparing for the events in 
w hich they are to participate. 
Not a few 
of the young horses have shown rem ark­ 
able speed at the local fairs, and there will 
likely be m any records broken here w ithin 
the next three weeks. A visit to the race 
track on Saturday showed it to be in the 
most perfect condition for fast time. 


THE LADIES’ TOURNAMENT. 


This has always been an attractive feat­ 
ure at the park, but this year it should excel 
in interest all former riding tournam ents. 
The prizes offered should briDg to the score 
not only a larger num ber of ladies than 
usual, but the very best riders in the State. 
The 8ociety has wisely concluded to omit 
hurdle-leaping, as it has on more than one 
occasion resulted in accidents. Few horses, 
otherwise excellent under the saddle, have 
had any experience in leaping hurdles, 
hence the liability to accidents. Instead of 
hurdles Director Hancock has concluded 
to introduce “ tilting”—w ith lance and 
rings. This will afford excellent opportu­ 
nities for the display of equestrian skill, 
and yet be practically free from danger to 
the riders, and, as it will introduce an ele­ 
m ent of competition and rivalry, it should 
add greatly to the interest of the tourna­ 
m ent. 
The fair equestriennes will have some 
elegant prizes for which to compete. The 
first will consist of a riding habit (the m a­ 
terial to be selected by the winner from 
choice samples) valued at $75, and a com­ 
plete outfit, consisting of saddle, bridle, 
blanket and whip, valued at $175—in all 
worth $250—offered by the San Francisco 
Examiner. The others, so far as known, 
w ill be cash prizes, offered by the Society, 
for w hich the sum of $300 has been set 
aside, and will range from $70 down to $10. 
There will be at least ten cash prizes 
offered, and perhaps some specials. The 
riding will be judged from the standpoint 
of gracefulness, control of the steed, style, 
etc., rathei than dash and the ability to sit 
a fractious anim al. 


T H E PA V ILIO N E X H IB IT .

CHRISTIAN’’ WORK. 


R a th er Q u eer T ran saction l>y an A lleg ed 
L ad y P h ila n th ro p ist. 
The San Francisco Chronicle of yesterday 
m entions a very peculiar case which was 
brought to the attention of the H ealth Offi­ 
cer of that city on Saturday. It appears 
that about three weeks ago Mrs. E. S. 
Thompson, a Christian W orker of Sacra­ 
mento, appeared at the H ealth Office in 
that city with a young woman named Mrs. 
M artha Davis, and asked to have her sent 
to the Almshouse, she claiming that Mrs. 
Davis was entirely destitute. Mrs. Davis 
was accordingly sent to the Almshouse. 
Mrs. Thom pson appeared at the H ealth 
Office again on Saturday and said she had 
an appointm ent with M artha Davis, who 
was to transfer a deed to certain property, 
valued at $60, to her. Mrs. Davis, she said, 
was a widow of two years standing, and 
had resided until recently at Auburn. 
In 
February last she was betrayed by a well- 
known m arried man of Auburn, and her 
condition becoming known to Mrs. Thom p­ 
son, she made up her mind to look after 
Mrs. Davis’ interests. 
“I interest myself greatly in fallen 
women.” continued Mrs. Thompson, “ and 
thereby I earn m y subsistence.” 
This strange statem ent aroused Secretary 
Hoesch’s suspicions, and he examined Mrs. 
Thompson closely. 
The latter said that 
Mrs. Davis was perfectly willing to transfer 
the property, which she claimed to be 
worth only $130, to her in paym ent of debts 
which had been incurred on her account. 
Mrs. Davis, who appears to be rather weak- 
minded, corroborated 
Mrs. Thom pson's 
statem ent, sad together they went to the 
property clerk’s office to get the deed which 
was supposed to be in Mrs. Davis’ trunk. 
TLe deeu was searched for, but could not 
be found. 
Subsequent inquiry developed the infor­ 
mation 
that the property which 
Mrs. 
Thompson desired to have transferred to 
her, and which she said was worth only 
$60, consisted in reality of a house and lot 
at Bath, in Placer county, and that it was 
worth abont $700. 
She said if her motives 
were questioned she could refer to the pas­ 
tor of the Sixth-street Methodist Episcopal 
Ch urch at Sacramento for certificate of 
good character. 
Amid tears she said that 
Mrs. Davis was her husband's sister, and 
that she had been brought to this city at 
his suggestion, as he was too poor to sup­ 
port her. 
She was a Christian W orker, 
she said, but God did not ask it of her to 
take a fallen woman into her family, even 
if that woman were her sister-in-law. 
Mrs. Thompson returned to Sacram ento 
on Saturday night w ithout having secured 
the d ed to Mrs. Davis’ property. Mrs. 
Davis is now at the Almshouse, and says 
that she has made up her m ind to retain 
the little property she possesses.

D eflu es H is P o sitio n . 
In the 8 unday Union of the 18th of A u ­ 
gust appeared a criticism by Signal Ob­ 
server Barwick upon the following state­ 
m ent published by Observer K erkam , of 
New Orleans, in reply to the query of a 
correspondent, who asked : 
"H ow does the Pacific coast region com­ 
pare w ith this section of country as regards 
the tem perature? Do they have hot waves 
such as we experienced from July 14th to 
the 23d?” 
In his response thereto Sergeant K erkam 
said in the Meteorological Journal: 
"The im m ediate coast region has a gen­ 
erally cool, equable tem perature, but it is 
at times affected by the desert winds of Cal- 
fornia. There is a case on record, June 17, 
1859, when the temDerature of San F ran ­ 
cisco rose from 77° to 133°, with a burning 
northwest wind, but fell again to 77° at 7 
p. m. of that date. On the same afternoon 
the tem perature rose to 133° at Santa Bar­ 
bara, 102° at San Diego and 117° at Fort 
Y um a.” 
Sergeant Barwick ridiculed the idea of 
the mercury rising to 133° in San F ran­ 
cisco, where the tem perature in summer, 
owing to the fresh ocean trade winds, is 
such as to render overcoats a comfort, if not 
a necessity, m uch of the time. Sergeant 
K erkam —who seems to be a careful “ ob­ 
server,” not only of the meteorology of his 
section, but also of the R eco rd-U n io n 's col­ 
um ns—makes the following explanation :

FIGHTING THE GREEKS. 


O pen W arfare b y F ish erm en A gain st th e 
A u th o rities. 
Captain Dalton, of the river patrol, came 
to the city yesterday to consult with the 
Fish Commissioners and procure counsel 
to appear in a set of cases to come up this 
week at Benicia. H e reports a lively battle 
w ith Greek fishermen at a place called “The 
Cut-off” last Thursday afternoon. 
H e had 
been for some tim e trying to collect the 
license from a m an named Gregory Aleck, 
who is a leader among the Greek fishermen 
down the river. Aleck had told him to 
come to his scow on Thursday and he 
would pay the license. Captain Dalton 
boarded the scow and made out the license, 
but Aleck refused to pay. A controversy 
arose, ending in a scuffle, during which the 
officer was thrown into the river. W hen 
he came to the surface he opened fire upon 
the Greek with his revolver, but his aim 
was not good while swim m ing and Aleck 
escaped in his boat to the shore, where he 
and his friends opened fire on Dalton and 
his officers with rifles and shotguns. There 
were some twenty Greeks against four offi­ 
cers, and the latter were compelled to re­ 
tire, as they were in a boat and the fisher­ 
men held the shore and were under cover. 
On Friday, however. Captain Dalton had 
Aleck arrested on a charge of resisting an 
officer. The Greeks then had Dalton ar­ 
rested on a charge of assault to murder, 
and he gave bonds at Benicia on Saturday 
for his appearance to answer the charge. ’ 
Captain Dalton says that the Greeks have 
become bold and defiant and set up open 
warfare against the officials.

T h e W orld 's F air. 
Mrs. P. D. Gogings, of this city, writes to 
friends here from Paris, under date of 
Angust 14th, sayiDg: “ W e have ju st re­ 
turned from a journey over a part of 
Europe. After leaving the U nited States 
onr first stopping place was London. Here 
we spent several days sight-seeing, and 
before we had really commenced we were 
tired ont. 
London, w ith her wealth and 
poverty, her palaces and hovels, her his­ 
torical treasures, and all that goes to make 
up a great city, is, after all, one of the won­ 
ders of the world.

C ), September 1st.—The 
public meeting held last night was largely 
attended 
and

enthusiastic. 
The 
prom inent men of the city and the m em ­ 
bers of the local governm ent and House of 
Commons were present. Mayor Grant oc­ 
cupied the chair. Baker, a member of 
Parliam ent, in a lengthy speech, said “ the 
m atter affected not only the pockets and 
our chosen home but touches the hearts, as 
the flag which we have been taught to re­ 
spect from our earliest infancy has been 
grievously trampled upon.” 
H e reviewed 
the negotiations between Russia, England 
and the United States, in which Russia 
claimed sovereignty, hut relinquished the 
claim. It is very mortifying to think that 
three years have past and no settlem ent 
has come. 
Behring Sea is seven hundred miles long 
and nine hundred wide, and it was out­ 
rageous pretensions on the part of any 
power arrogating exclusive jurisdiction to 
such an extent of water. 
The desire of the present meeting is to 
get the assurance that these seizures will 
be stopped, and that as Britons we will he 
able to know the old flag will give us pro­ 
tection, and that our losses will be settled 
w ithout delay. 
We m ust have some guar­ 
antee that our vessels will be able to go to 
B ehring or any other sea to develop the 
deep sea and surface fisheries. 
Prior, another member o f Parliam ent, 
followed. 
H e 
considered the seizures 
the 
most outrageous ever taken place 
on 
the 
high 
seas. 
The best papers 
in the U nited States were adverse to 
the 
policy of the 
Government. 
H e 
thought

W hen he received the news of the seizure 
of the Black Diamond, he sent a telegram 
to Ottawa urging the Imperial Government 
to instruct Admiral Heneage to retake the 
vessel. 
He was positive of the fact that 
her Majesty’s steamship Caroline had or­ 
ders to proceed north and retake the vessels 
taken in 1888. W hy should they not take 
the same course now ? The American Gov­ 
ernm ent is trying to bolster np a monopoly 
known as the Alaska Commercial Com­ 
pany. They make a large revenue from 
this company, and do not wish to lose it. 
There were a great m any gentlemen in the 
House of Commons who thought the same 
as him self regarding sending a war vessel 
to Behring Sea to protect th e sealers. 
“Do you consider,” said the speaker, 
“ that it a vessel was seized by France 
it would take three years to gain redress? 
N o ; or it would have been a hot three 
years for somebody. Do you consider if 
Baconsfield was alive it would have taken 
this tim e to settle the matter. (Loud cheers 
and cries of “No,” “ No.” ) 
Beaver, a mem ber of Parliam ent, and 
other prom inent men, addressed the m eet­ 
ing. Some were rather warlike. 
Higgins, a member of Parliam ent, said 
he thought war a bad thing, but a great 
m any things were worse. The sacrifice of 
national honor is one of them. 
Several resolutions to the point in ques­ 
tion were carried unanim ously, anil the 
m eeting broke up amidst confusion. 
The following resolution, passed bv the 
meeting, is to be sent to Ottawa and Eng­ 
land : 
Resolved, T hat the citizens ot Victoria protest 
against the usurption of jurisdiction by the Gov­ 
ern m en t of the United stales over the w aters of 
B ehring Sea outside of the universally acknow l­ 
edged three-m ile lim it, and express th eir indig­ 
nation at the repeated outrages to the persons 
an d property of th eir fellow citizens, who were 
law fully exercising th eir rights ou the high 
seas.

M o ra le s is S u sp e c te d o f A n o th e r C ow ­ 
a rd ly M u rd e r—T h e A b d u c te d G irl. 
Los A n g el es, September 1st.—The out­ 
law, Sylvestro Morales, has added another 
m urder to his long and rapidly-growing 
series of crimes, and the whole country 
about Santa Ana is thoroughly aroused. It 
seems that there is in the head of Santiago 
canyon a sheep camp, where, up to two 
days ago. lived a sheepfcerder 
named 
M anuel Yreta, whom the officers have all 
along suspected ol concealing Morales and 
keepiDg the bandit posted as to the move­ 
m ents of bis pursuers. V reta was known 
to be an intim ate friend of Morales, and 
to be cognizant of m any of the outlaw’s 
crimes. 
The officers in 
pursuit 
have been 
shadowiug Y reta’s camp for several days 
past, and finally the bandit, it appears, 
caught the idea that the herdi-r was about 
to betray him . T hat sealed V reta’s death- 
warrant. The m an’s camp was visited by 
Marshal Insley’s posse two days ago and 
found to be deserted, and since then has 
been repeatedly resorted to by the officers, 
who still found no trace of the missing 
herder, although everything indicated that 
the m an bad just stepped out for a few 
moments. The sheep were in the corral 
when Insley visited the place, but have 
been let out and are now running at will 
over the m ountains. 
The supposition is that Morales, having 
had his suspicions aroused by the frequent 
visits of the officers, went to V reta’s place 
Thursday night, murdered the; herder in 
cold blood and concealed the body. This 
supposition is borne out by traces of what 
seems to be blood found on the floor and 
sides of the cabin. A strict search made in 
the brush in that vicinity will probably re­ 
veal the herder’s body. 
The posse th at has been out in the 
m ountains about the head ot Santiago and 
Santa A na canyons for the past three days 
after the outlaw returned to Santa Ana last 
night looking very much jaded. They had 
seen no trace of Morales or the abducted 
girl, but state that the girl has probably 
joined the bandit. 
Marshal Insley. Keno W ilson and the 
leaders of the party had a consultation af­ 
ter getting som ething to eat, and agreed to 
start again on the trail in the m orning and 
uev er let up until Morales is killed or ar­ 
rested. The party will take field glasses 
with which to survey the country from all 
high ridges and will scour the country 
thoroughly. 
The successful career of the outlaw so 
far has resulted in creating a veritable reign 
of terror in Orange county. The officers 
have hopes that to-day’s ram s will m ake 
the tracking of the outlaw to his lair a 
m uch easier m atter, as his horse is bound 
to leave deep footprints everywhere in the 
soft soil of the hillsides.

Los A n g e i.e s, September 1st.—T he Sen­ 
ate Arid Lands Commission arrived at an 
early hour this m orning and were taken 
charge of by the committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce. The Senators were taken to 
San I’edro on a special train, where they 
made an inspection of the harbor and the 
proposed im provem ents which were ex­ 
plained to them. 
After their return from San Pedro at 
noon the party went to Santa Monica and 
lunched. H ere speeches were m ads and 
the problem of irrigation in this region dis­ 
cussed. The party returned to this c'ty 
dnrtng the afternoon and were driven 
about and shown some of the latest im ­ 
provements. A formal meeting was held 
to-night, and the report from the Receiver 
of the Land Office, Patton, was presented, 
showing the available reservoir sites and 
adjacent arable lands. 
There are 13,156,000 acres of arid land in 
this district, 4,000,000 of which are subject 
to irrigation. 
The Commissioners leave this morning 
for San Bernardino and Riverside, and 
then returns to Los Angeles, on its way to 
Santa Ana and San Diego, which place it 
will reach to-morrow night.

The hunters left the boys seated in the ve­ 
hicle which conveyed them to the ground, 
and the two men went in search of game.

The boy 
evidently fell head foremost down the 
shaft as his bead was crushed to a jelly. 
Both of his arms were broken and one leg 
fractured in three places. The shaft is 
about eighty feet deep and the incline 
thirty. The father of the boy is a m iner 
employed in ihe Consolidated California 
and Virginia.
